The mystery 
surrounding the murder of August 
IxyfBer, night watchman in a candy 
factory, who waa found dead in the fac- 
tory yesterday morning, has been s jlved 
by the arrtst and conteesiou ot Chailea 
Miller, a young man recently dis- 
charged from the factory. Upon Mil- 
ler's penion Were found some of the 
coins identified as having bten stolen 
from the cash drawer in tlio factory. 

Miller's story is that LoeiHer detected 
him in the act of robbing the cash 
drawer, and they bad a fight, and he 
struck Loeiller several times on tho 
head with a o:ub. In the struggle Mil- 
ter's handkerchief fell from Ins neck, 
and he stooped down and placed it over 
the dead man's faoe and then went 
home. "Tha autopsy ahowed the face 
cut in.balf a doien placea, the frontal 
bone broken, the base of the akull 
fractured and nine rilxs broken into 
splinters. A blood-stained hammer was 
found near by, and is supposeil to have 
been the weui)on used by the mnrderer.

Daring the afternoon some 90 Pol> s 
were arrested, which intensified the bit- 
terness and the situation is being vindic- 
tively discussed by crowds of Poles in 
various parts of the city. It is rumored 
that they will attack the jail, but this is 
not believed. Extra ofBcers are on duty 
to preserve the peace whatever may oc- 
cur. Many more arrost< ai rests aro ex- 
pected, but it is difficult to identify the 
leaders in the riot. 

The water commissioners will proba- 
bly not recede from their po-iition, but 
work will proceed, if at all, under a 
strong gnard. 

Another shooting affair took place 
later in the evening in the roar of thu 
municipal conrt bnUding.

I'iOil, ^:.'U(),uoO was appropriated 
for building a submarine boat. Ihe 
committee recommends that the s -cre- 
tary be authorized to use this |300,000 
for the construction of a torpedo boat. 

The committee further recommends 
that authority be given to the secretary 
to transform the United States steamer 
Vesuvius into a torpedo craiser, if in his 
opinion, snob transformation will add 
to the efficiency of the vessel f(Mr naval 
purposes. 

This will give a total of four now tor- 
pedo boate, and if the Vesuvius ia 
changed, five. 

The report anmmarizes the items of 
appropriati<»ui for the new navy. The 
total is t3<'^,2H0,060, which is an advance 
on last year, but a considerable decreasu 
from the estimates of this year. The 
main item of decrease is tl,00O,000 for 
armor plate, wblch la Di,000,000 leaa 
than the esti mate.

▲ Predletion That the Price Will Ad 
fee That FigWi 1b Host 
llglitooa MoBllM. 



President Van Uorne of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, in the coarse of an inter* 
view at Toronto this week on the pres- 
ent condition of the wheat crop, aaid 
that tbe price M wheat will fo to fS per 
l>ii«hel within the next eighteen months. 
Mr. \'an Home, after estimating the 
world's total annnal prodoet at between 
twent7-«lx and t w wty- eeven hnadred 
million bosbels, ssjn: 

" Last year farmers rseUved bnt little 
more than the coot of production for their 
wheat, while in many instances their re- 
turn per bushel was smaller than the ex- 
ponditore. This can only have one ef- 
fect—the discouragement of wheat produ- 
oers and the conseqasntdecrease of acre- 
age. If there is a deoMMe of 10 per cent, 
in wheat pro<laction this year on acoonnt 
of tie- I'lw J. rice of hast year, there will be 
a shortage of two hundred and seventy 
million biisbels, and 10 per eent. of a de- 
crease is well within the mark. 

' As far as I can remember, there has 
never been a snrplns of 150,00(M)00 bosh- 
el-". This year the 8iirpln« has been 
used up by feeding to stock, and we will 
probably start in with a» nearly clean 
sheets as ever before. If there is a short- 
age of bnt 150,000,000 bnsliels, this will 
not 1)0 discovered until too late to sow 
more wheat, and wheat will go up with a 
jump."

Washi.nuton, April 19.— Tho coming 
motor for the propulsion of streetcars 
will be gas, according to the report 
of United States Consul General Mason 
at Frankfort, Germany. He shows that 
while the Germans have not built nearly 
as much strset railway and cable and 
trolley roads aa we have, they have in- 
vejtigated the subject of an ideal motive 
power with fbeir nsnal thoroughness, 
and aa the result of exhatistive experi- 
ments have determined that the gas mo- 
tor is the cheapest and best of all means 
of power propulsion. The trend of the 
best expert opinion is in that direction, 
and this hue oome at a perioil when elec- 
tricity seemed to be on the point 
of replacing and sui<erseduig all other 
forma of motive power. 

The report tells of tiie great exi)ent e of 
the cable in construction, the noise and 
danger of the trolley, and of the high 
operating cost and unreliability of un- 
der ground electric system and then 
coming back to the gas motor he de> 
scribes ezperiuients that have been made 
with it in Europe. Practical trials have 
been made at Neufchatel, Switzerland, 
and Dresden and the results in both cases, 
while perhaps not wholly conclusive, 
have been so favorable as to be worthy 
of examination. The Neufchatel cars 
cost |ia,a5« each, pass 100 foot currents, 
run backward or forward, and with 7.U 
horsepower traverse any part of the line, 
which is 40 feet higher at the midway 
point than at the ends, at the speed of 11 
miles an hour. 

Uas coniprus.sod to si.x atmospheres i s 
furnished l-y the city gas company at 
|1.0« per 1,000 feet, and it is found that 
under such conditions the cost of gas tor 
the round trip — six and a half miles is 
19.3 cents, or about 1 cent jier passenger 
for a filled car i,aO pass, nuers . or half a 
cent for ^he single run. This brings the 
net operating expenses per passenger so 
far below the cost of electrii ity, horsi-- 
I)uw<T, steam or compressed air that, al- 
though the esix rinient is still new, the 
problem is thou;<iit to be solved in fkvor 
of ^^us for all similar roads.

The wentlier conditions of the past 
week were not of a favornble nature for 
the growth oi croji.s and the progress of 
farm work. Witii the ex(*eption of the ' 
last two days, cloudy weather, cool and 
( ven frosty nights have been the jirevail- 
ing characteriBtics. Very heavy rains 
were general on the lOtb, and these were 
followed l>y scattered showers upon sev- 
( ral siihpecjuent davc. The combined ef- 
fect of these condftiona was to keen nil 
vegetation at nearly a standstill, there 
being practically no advance or retrogres- 
sion. A continuance of the favorable 
conditions of Sunday and Monday, will 
however, quickly stimulate it to a rapid 
growth. The presentstate of all crops is 
very backwr.nl, and it is estimated that 
their condition is fully two weeks behind 
the average for this season of the year. 
Tlie soil was so dampened bv the fre- 
juenl rains, that the work of plowing for 
orn and replanting the crops which had 
been killed bv the March freese, has been 
greatly retarded. This is regarded as be- 
ing quite serious by the farmers, as the 
ason is now so far advanced thatfnrther 
delay of this work is considered detri- 
mental to the fntnra proepeets of some 
crops. 

Keport.« received from all sections of 
the State in regard to wheat are practl 
ally agreed that no material damage to 
( resulted from tin? free/.e. It is true 
that it is making very slow progress, but 
while it is short for the season, it has a 
very healthy appearance, and there is no 
reason to think, that with favorable 
weather con<litions, it will not be fully 
np to the averaj^e stage very soon. 

Kt'liorts relative to the extent of the 
njury to tobacco are very conflicting, 
Jut from a ( areful estimate, it is not 
tliought that the damage is so great as 
was at lir.st supposed. Many beds were 
killed, but Others which were protected 
sur\ ived the effects of the frost and are 
now in very good condition. Some of 
the plants in beds resown immediatelv 
after the freeie ara now above gioond, 
and will be lai^ enough to plant when 
the setting season airives. 

Com pknting haa made but little pro- 
gress during the week, though a great 
deal of ground has been i)renared for the 
crop, a large portion of which will be 
ulanted during the coming week. The 
little which had been sown was killed 
and the ground is beiilg replanted in 
such cases. 

The reports received in regard to oats 
and clover show that the condition of 
these crops is very poor, and tlie outlook 
for a good yield very disi ouraging. 

Pastures and meadow have revived 
^'omewhat, but they are not yet in the 

best condition. 

The rejiorts regarding fruit are some- 
what more encouraging than tluise jire- 
vionsly received. Peaches siiU'ered tlie 
most serious damage and many young 
trees were killed. A nuiiibej of corres 
pondents rejiort that there is a prospect 
for a fair crop of cherries, pears, apples 
and strawberries. Later reports will 
probaby show a still further improve- 
ment than that noted this week.
